MAKE SUITABLE CHOICE 


For each case, however, the advan- 


tages and disadvantages of all types of 
anti-freezes should be weighed. And 
•when one is finally chosen, measures 
should, be taken to cope- -with its fail- 
ings. 


Glycerine, for instance, does 
not 


evaporate, but its cost is high and it 
has a tendency to open up the joints 
of the cooling system by thinning the 
gaskets and hose, and thus 
leaking 


through. 


To avoid this, two antidotes may be 


•used. Either pour in a can of radiator 
liquid with the glycerine solution, to 
avoid leakage, or pour a pint of cylin- 
der oil on top of the radiator water be- 
fore draining the radiator. 


As the water is drained the oil will 


form a film over the whole interior 
surface of the radiator and its'connec- 
tions, which will prevent the. glycerine 
to penetrate the joints. Then the wa- 
ter and glycerine 
solution may be 


poured into the cooling system. 


After running the engine a while 


•with the glycerine 
in, it, tighten the 


cylinder head bolts and 
the hose 


clamps. 
ALCOHOL NEEDS REFILLING 
There is nothing to do for alcohol, 


except refill regularly as it evaporates. 
Its cheapness makes up for the waste. 


Many other liquids and anti-freezes 


have been suggested from time to 
time, but none to compare with glycer- 
ine and alcohol. 
Glycol is merely a 


compound form of the pure glycerine, 
and is just as good as well as costly. 


A combination of alcohol and.gly- 


cerine is used at times, but their faults 
remain. 


Even lubricating oils have been tried 


as anti-frcezizng material. But they 
can't retain as much heat as water, 
and begin to harden at the least drop 
of the thermometer. Starting in cold 
weather would be almost impossible. 


Kerosene is .suggested, but its.heat 


capacity is low "also. Even common 
table salt has been used, but it would 
corrode every bit of metal with which 
it came into contact. 


OTHER LIQUIDS FAULTY 


Other solutions aro honey, which is 


'even higher in vicosity or congealing 
quality than oil; various sugar solu- 
tions which have the same disadvan- 
tage; magnesium of calcium chloride: 
whose faults are those of common salt 
solutions: and menthanol, a form of 
alcohol with highly poisonous fumes.

A MATTER OF PRINCIPLE 


We agree with 
Senator LaFollette's 


contention that the recent decision of the 
United States supreme court in the Ore- 
gon postoftice case, which holds that the 
president has the power to dismiss offi- 
cers of civil sen-ice without the consent 
of the senate, is detrimental to the public 
interests in principle though not in prac- 
tice. The case was decided on a close con- 
stitutional question, and three judges, 
Holmes. McReynolds and Brandeis. dis- 
sented. The fact alone that Brandeis was 
on the "other side" gives the minority 
opinion a strong standing with the pro 
gressive thought of the country. Notwith- 
standing Chief Justice Taft wrote the 
opinion, we prefer the interpretation of 
the law made by Justice Brandeis and his 
associates. 
However, the case has been 


decided and the constitutional issues in- 
volved are no longer of immediate con- 
cern. The question now is how to remedy 
a condition which the country may not 
approve, and which if it does not approve 
can only be done by constitutional 
amendment. 
-...There has been a constant progressive 
effort on the part of clear-headed states- 
men to take the administrative side of 
government out of politics so far as it 
could be consistently done. It was obvi- 
ous to the country that the 
old _, spoils 


system was wasteful, extravagant and in- 
efficient. We could not afford to go back 
to that system. 
In theory perhaps we 


ivould be more 'exposed to it by giving 
the president the arbitrary power of re- 
moval without the consent of the senate, 
although in practice we doubt if it would 
be so. The senate is, we think, more dis- 
posed to play politics in matters of this 
kind than the president. There are histor- 
ic exceptions, where administrations have 
been frankly spoils administrations and 
appointments and removals made solely 
on this basis, but we have grown away 
from this practice and few presidents to- 
day would have the temerity to outrage 
public opinion by wholesale removal of 
postmasters and other appointive officials 
for purely partisan reasons. 


There is one important thing to be said 


"on the side of executive power of removal 
and that is that where a public official is 
guilty of corruption, gross incompetence, 
or other serious dereliction of duty, the 
president should be in a position to get 
rid of him summarily, whereas it is con- 
ceivable that without this authority the 
senate might play politics in considering 
the remcr. al and embarrass the president 
to the detriment of public service. Still, 
there is a principle involved that must be 
taken into account in our scheme of gov- 
ernment. It may. and is. we believe, a 
close question whether the public would 
suffer more from the one system or the 
other, but in principle it is not sound pol- 
icy to invest the president with so great 
a political power.

around the corner. 
Such a prospect is 


enough to discourage anyone except the 
men backing up the scout movement 
here. Instead of giving up the fight they 
are putting renewed energy into it and 
are hopeful not only of raising sufficient 
money to meet this year's budget but to 
raise a larger sum in 1927 so that scout- 
ing can be sold to the people. 


Backers of the movement know that 


scouting is not being enthusiastically 
supported here because the people have 
not had a chance to learn what scouting 
means and they have not learned thi^ be- 
cause there hasn't been sufficient money 
in the treasury to put on an adequate 
scout program.

But Appleton people must be shown to

One year with adequate 


funds will be sufficient to show and con- 
vince the doubters. That was the experi- 
ence in Madison and in other cities where 
scouting is well established and where an 
annual campaign for funds is more of a 
formality than 
a necessity. Madison 


people, for example, are so thoroughly 
convinced of the need for scouting that 
the money in sufficient amounts for elab- 
orate programs is raised without 
the 


slightest difficulty. The same thing will 
be true in Appleton as soon as the people 
here see scouting as they do in Madison. 


Scouting deserves a real opportunity 


to demonstrate its merit here. Ail of us 
can help provide this opportunity bv con- 
tributing to the scout fund. The men who 
are back of the movement here are a 
guarantee of its character, and the exper- 
ience of scouting all over the country is 
proof of its necessity. Boy scouting de- 
serves a great deal more support from 
Appleton people than it has been getting.

may mention the name of Dr. Ralph Pemberton 
Philadelphia physician, whose contribution to the 
campaign against arthritis concerns the other kinds 
of influences besides bacterial" depredations whicl 
have to do with both the development of arthritis 
and the successful treatment of the disease. 


It is essential to rid the mind of all fancies that 


uric acid 
has 
anything to do with the common 


forms of arthritis or joint inflammation. Then it 
is important to appreciate that arthritis is only an 
expression in the joints of a disease state which 
manifests more or less characteristic 
changes in 


many other tissues as well as the joints. Thus in 
a considerable share of cases studied by Dr. Pem- 
berton and his associates there was (a) a lowered 
basal metabolism, (b) lowered sugar tolerance or 
delayed utilization of glucose in the blood, (c) di- 
minished blood flow through the capillaries or fin- 
est blood vessels where the oxygen of the blood is 
passed to the cells of the tissues and products of 
cell life returned to the blood to be carried away 
through the veins. 


A. practical observation in reference to this di- 


minished or retarded capillary circulation is that 
the application of heat speeds up this capillary cir- 
culation. Heat in one form or another is a recog- 
nized remedy for arthritis. Probably the most ef- 
fective form is diathermy, or deep heat applied by 
means o^ special electrical apparatus. 
) 


This accumulation of an excess of sugar in the 


blood of the arthritis patient is not of the nature of 
diabetes, for all of the sugar is eventually com- 
pletely burned. But it does give a hint of the effect 
of overeating. 
Arthritis patients are probably no 


more harmed by overeating than any one else, but 
owing to the deficiency m the tissue of capillary 
circulation which I mentioned above, the artrhitis 
>atient is more likely to suffer for his intemperance, 
it is a striking fact that victims of arthritis who 
happen to be much overweight and adopt a dietary 
regimen which reduces weight, often note marked 
mprovement in the joint trouble or even recover 
entirely from mild chronic arthritis.

siderable harm. Nevertheless it is still advisable 
'or frankly obese adults to reduce, and as a rule 
this is most healthfully accomplished through a ju- 
dicious regulation of the diet and daily exercise. 
Arthritis sufferers who are also obese should lose 
no time in placing themselves under a suitable re- 
duction regimen—of course prescribed by the phy- 
sician, to suit individual requirements.

RABBMJEGLARES 


Business Can Be Made Basis 


of International Amity, Ro- 
tarians Told 


"The best asset any man can have 


is that of manhood, solid and substan- 
tial, to be kind, true and generous 
and have a just personality," Rabbi 
Samuel Hirshberg of Temple Eman- 
uel, Milwaukee, said in an address at 
the weekly meeting of the Rotary club 
at Hotel Northern Tuesday noon. Mr. 
Hirshbcrg's' topic was Business as an 
Ethical Force. 


"Business is tho purposeful activ- 


ities of men," Rabbi Hirshberg ex- 
plained. "Xo matter what tho pursuit 
of a man may be, artistic, industrial, 
intellectual or otherwise, if he spends 
the major portion of his time, energy 
and ability in that _ pursuit, it vis his 
business. 


"I would not say a word deprecating 


tho man whose purpose in business 
is personal, for gain or profit, because 
that is one of the fundamentals of 
business, but it does make a differ- 
ence as to whether that business is 
legitimate. Neither does the pursuit 
of personal gam exhaust the purposes 
of business. 


MUST BE USEFUL, 


"Another purpose of business is to 


produce or provide something useful 
to the welfare of humanity. That is 
a requisite of good business. 
Busi- 


ness must supply means for meeting 
one of the most imperative needs of 
men. action. 
"Without action, plant, 


animal and human life will die. And 
business must be legitimate," Rabbi 
Hirshberg declared. 


•£ "Any business occupipd 
with the 


manufacture, distribution or sale of 


. any product that makes for the com- 


fort happiness of humanity and if 
these products are truthfully market- 
ed and sold with a sense of giving 
•value for value received, then the 
business is legitimate." he said. "But 
if tlio business be that of making or 
soiling anything harmful to the in- 
dividual or to society, then it Is an 
illecritimate business. 


"Some men make the plea that they 


must live and necessity knows no law. 
But necessity does know the law that 
iio man has the right to get his living 
from a business that is harmful to 
other men," Rabbi Hirshberg said. 
"There must be no discrepency be- 
tween the product and the advertis- 
ing. There must be no hiding behind 
a mass of technical data that misrep- 
resents a product and makes sales 
through 
these-, 
misrepresentations. 


Technically and legally the man who 
makes his living in this manner is 
within the law,but morally he is a 
thief.

Musk rats anc 
chinchilla rabbits are also Included, the 
locality and general conditions being 
suited to the habits of these animals. 


The supply of silver foxes was di- 


vided last year and farmed out to pri- 
vate individuals for care. Tho multi- 
plied families are soon to be returned 
to the farm and it is with this in mind 
that the new cages and guard fences 
are being installed. Bach cage of wov- 
en wire is constructed so as to prohib- 
it the foxes from burrowing out or 
leaping over. Within the cages are the 
email huts raised from the ground in 
which Mr. and Mrs. Reynard 
round 


out the daily routine of foxy life.
